FOR MANY PEOPLE 


TORN {DO W RECK S A BARN AT 
LINCOLN, ILL. 


Four Inmates of the Institution for the 
Feeble Minded Lose Their Lives — 
Other Boys and Officers Injured — 
Storm's Work 
Elsewhere—Much 
Damage Is Done. 


Lincoln, 111., June 19.—Lincoln was 
visited by a tornado Friday. 
It cen­ 
tered its fury upon the farm buildings 
of the Illinois Institution for Feeble- 
Minded Children. 
Four 
boys, 
three 
from Chicago, were killed under the 
falling timbers of the main barn. Sev­ 
eral of the inmates and two of the of­ 
ficials received serious or fatal 
inju­ 
ries. The dead: 
CORNELIUS M'KENZIE, 
aged 
13, 
Chicago. 
JAMES O'BRIEN, aged 14. Chicago. 
CASTLE I). LE BARON, aged 13, a 
ward of Mrs. J. K. Carter and L. C.

SYLVESTER BAKER, aged 12,Coats- 
ville, Adams county. 111. 
The injured: 
Jacob W ilmert.superintendent; hack, 
head and abdomen hurt, and internal 
injuries, supposed to lie fatal. 
Lemuel Gleason, attendant; serious 
internal injuries and bruises. 
Heinrich Berger, 140 Spring street, 
Chicago; flesh wound on hip. 
Milton Garrow, Ottawa, IU.; danger­ 
ous head cut. 
Robert Alcott, 4809 Madison avenue 
Chicago, injured hand. 
William E. C. Witman, Gray's Lake 
IU., head cut. 
The asylum stands on the 
western 
border of this city, and 
two 
miles 
south of it is the asylum farm of 600 
acres. 
Here about 600 boys are em­ 
ployed. A class of twenty-six was tak 
en from the main building by Attend­ 
an t Lemuel Gleason to pick peas on the 
farm. 
This work was finished 
soon 
after dinner, and the boys were taken 
to Salt creek, which runs through the 
farm. to enjoy a swim. 
While at the creek, about 3 o’clock, 
an approaching cloud caused the at­ 
tendant to warn the boys, who were 
am ong the brightest in the institution, 
to hasten from the creek to the build­ 
ings. 
They took refuge in the barn 
building, and Superintendent Wilmert 
was in the barn looking after some 
stock at the time. 
The storm broke at 3:30 o’clock, and 
hut a few minutes afterward the build­ 
ing was struck. 
The tornado crushed 
th e structure as if it had heen of pa­ 
per. 
None of the farm boys were there, 


rear car was

lightning 
Many of the passengers were stunned, 
but no one killed. 
Greencastle reports that the storm 
leveled forests in Putnam county and 
overturned frame houses and barns, 
but no loss of life has been reported. 
Telegraph and telephone 
wires 
are 
down in the country. 
Near the tow-n of Brownsburg, Hend­ 
ricks county, there was a cloudburst, 
and the residents found their houses 
surrounded by water. 
Wabash reports that the storm hov­ 
ered over that city. 
Dispatches from 
Monrovia, 
Danville, English Amity. 
Columbus, Carbon and 
Jeffersonville 
state that the storm did much damage.

Only five houses w r ? left stand­ 
ing and five people were killed. 
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J o lie t l i l t by a C yclone. 
Joliet, 111., June 19.—Joliet was in 
possession of a cyclone for one hour 
on Friday. 
At 9 o’clock it was dark 
as night, the wind blew down trees and 
awnings and broke plate-glass 
win­ 
dow’s. 
Lightning struck houses in all 
parts of the city. 
One of the curious 
phenomena of the storm w’as the alter­ 
nating blasts of intense heat from the 
northeast with arctic blasts from the 
west. People became panic-stricken.

Norfolk, Neb., June 19.—A tornado

minor damage to buildings. A. K. Leon­ 
ard and Loomis McKim were caught in 
the storm and received painful injuries.

hill came to a halt in the senate Fri­ 
day, less than one page of the flax 
schedule being disposed of.

Senators Bacon, Vest, Jones (Ark.) and 
Tillman taking part in an exposition 
of Democratic doctrine on the tariff. 
It led to several lively exchanges, dur­

to. 
Mr. Tillman's remarks were made 
with his characteristic vehemence, and 
at one point he frankly stated con­ 
cerning the tariff that if there was to 
be stealing he w’anted his share for 
South Carolina. 
Mr. Vest (Mo.) made a test contest at 
the outset, moving to strike out the 
first paragraph, flax straw, at $5 a ton. 
He said the whole flax schedule was 
based on the idea that w’e could produce 
the flax, but he denied this.

amendment was rejected, 18 to 28, Mr.

At the custodian’s building a large 
chimney was blown over, crushing 
through the roof and floors and do­ 
ing much damage. The total property 
loss to the state cannot be less than 
$4 ,500. 
Besides this there is a loss to 
the park which is irreparable. 
In the city the storm’s fury was not 
so great, hut everywhere

Trees are torn to 
pieces, factory roofs blown off. chim­

treaty, due undoubtedly to the fact that 
it w’as rushed to a finish earlier than 
had been expected on account of the

Japan. 
There is no provision to pre­ 
vent the owners of hundreds of foreign 
vessels from securing Hawaiian regis­ 
tries, 
and 
then, 
when 
annexation 
comes, claiming American 
registries. 
Under the American registry law’s no 
foreign-built vessel can engage in the 
coastwise trade of the United States. 
This branch of commerce is of enor­ 
mous extent, employing thousands of 
vessels and bringing activity to scores 
of American shipyards.

Vivid Flashes of Lightning and Deafen­ 
ing Crashes of Thunder Kept Timid 
Folks Awake—Much Damage Done 
to Telephone aud Telegraph Lines

T h e worst electrical storm of the 
year struck the city in all its fury at 
3 o'clock this morning, and people 
were kept aw ake by frequent blinding 
Hashes followed by crashing claps of 
thunder.

th a t instrum ent was all ablaze, and 
balls of 
tire would shoot along the 
wires toward the c dice. The long dis­ 
tance metallic lines between this city 
aud W atertown, as well as between 
here and Beloit, were cut and broken 
in several places by the electrical cur­ 
rent, 6 0 th a t communication was en­ 
tirely cut cfi. Communication between 
here and Emerald Grove could not be 
had, as the wires were burned cf? in 
tw o different places. 


O th e r

Thirty-five 
arrestors in

phone boxes in all parts of the city 
were ruined. 
At B uobs brewery, on 
South Main street,lightning struck the 
telephone wire and followed it into the 
office where it took a turn along the 
ceiling, tearing paper and doing ether 
slight damsge. 
All members of the 
family were suddenly aw akened and 
slightly ehrcked. 
At C. H. 
Bailey’s Riverside Park 
residence the lightning entered the 
house via the telephone wire, burning 
a small place in the woodwoik but 
otherwise causing little damage. 
At the office of the W estern Union 
Telegraph company every instrum ent 
was burned out, and M anager Carpen­ 
ter could not get the wires in working 
order till a late hour. 
M anager Slater of the Wisconsin 
Telephone company says it will take 
considerable time to put the telcpoone 
wires in perfect working order again. 
Street Commissioner Palm er says 
several 
washouts of a minor nature 
were the results cf the heavy dow n­ 
pour. 
The high wind th a t accompanied 
the storm blew down several email out­ 
buildings and trees in the outside dis­ 
tricts.
